COMPANY STIEKS ut 
TO LOOP DEMAND! COLLECTOR COMES 
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General Manager McCulloch Says 
Right to Collect Fare Will 
Be Maintained. 


JUDGE EXPLAINS HIS ORDER 


Instructions Were Overidden, De- 
fense Asserts, by Jury Which 
Decided Kerr Case. 


One contention in the defense of Charles 
Waldon, an Olive street car conductor, and 
Policeman Hugh Hayes, convicted in the 
Court of Criminal Correction on Thursday 
on indictments charging them with having 
committed. common assault on George W. 
Kerr in ejecting him from a car, was that 
the transfer which Mr. Kerr had received 
on a Broadway car did not entitle him to 
board an Olive street car at Broadway and 
Locust street, going east, and ride to the 
eastern terminus on Fourth street and con- 
tinue to ride westward without paying an 
additional fare. 

Capt. Robert MoCulloch, general man- 
ager of the United Railways Co., said Sat- 
urday: “It is the duty of a conductor to 
turn his register and balance his acounts 
at each terminus of his run. The terminus 
of a line is at the farthest point reached by 
it. The eastern terminus of the Olive street 
line ie on Fourth street, because that is the 
farthest point reached by Olive street cars 
‘olng east. It 18 an Injustice to mune conductor 
for a passenger to attempt to ride a part 
of the down trip and a part of the up trip 
on one transfer or one fare, since the con- 
ductor’s register and accounts must show 
two passengers carried, one on each trip. 
It is not the wish of the company to have 
controversies with patrons over fares, but 
when a conductor is placed in charge of a 
car and does what he believes to be his 
duty, the company must sustain him.” 

This ruling {is in effect that passengers 
are not privileged to ride free on any part 


of a loop. 

Judge Campbell Cummings, sitting instead 
of Judge Hiram Moore, instructed the jury 
in the Kerr case that Policeman Hayes had 
a legal right to put Kerr off the car if he 
refused to -pay his fare, unless he used more 
force than was necessary to overcome the 
resistance of Kerr, and that if the police- 
man made the arrest in pursuance — a

Jury Overrode 
Judge’s Orders. 


Concerning Waldon, the judge instructed 
the jury that there was no evidence suf- 
ficient to convict the conductor of the of- 
fense charged in the indictment. The jury, 
however, found Waldon guilty and fixed his 
punishment at a $0 fine, twice as much as 
the liceman’s fine. 

Attorney? Morton Jourdan, who defended 
Waldon, stated Saturday that he was pre- 
paring a motion in arrest of ju ent, 
which he would file during the day, basing 
it on the contention that the verdict of 
the j was not in accordance with the 


instructions of the judge. 
J enting on the 


u Curmmings, comm 
instruction concerning Waldon, said Sat- 
urday that the idea they 
convey was that the conductor not 
been guilty of any offense in d ding a 
fare. The question of fact for the jury 
to determine was as to whether the con- 
ductor used more force than was neces- 


sary. ° 

The defense of the conductor was that 
Kerr had refused to pay his fare and had 
created a disturbance in doing so, and that 
he had called the liceman to eject him 
for the fact and the manner of the re- 
fusal. The defense of the policeman was 
that he entered the car to arrest Kerr for 
refusing to pay his fare, that he did ar- 
rest him, ‘that Kerr resisted and that it 
was necessary to use force in ejecting him. 
He explained that, after putting Kerr off 
the car, he changed hie mind about arrest- 
ing him and let him go. 

At the meeting of the Police Board, fol- 
lowing the incident, which occurred on 
Sept. 9, the policeman was charged with 
conduct unbecoming an officer. The Board 
dismissed the charge without prejudice. 

Kerr atated that the conductor did not 
raise the question of him having boarded 
the car before it reached the eastern term!- 
nus, but simply insisted that he had not 
paid his fare. He says that he described 
the transfer he had given, but the con- 
ductor still insisted that he had not paid 
his fare. He says that the first he heard 
of a contention that the transfer only en- 
titled him to ride to Fourth street was at 
the Police Board hearing.

Street Department Experimenting 
With the Muleless Cart.

If 
he cannot have her, he is prepared to de- 
stroy her. Fortunately, a noble-minded 
young American newspaper correspondent 
comes to her rescue, though she is not 
finally set free without a tragedy. The 
story is evidently intended to show in 
vivid colors the intense patriotism, flilia! 
dutifulness and entire womanliness of the 
daughters of Japan. Incidentally, the 
cause of Japan is pleaded against Russia.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 19.—President 
Roosevelt has ordered the department of 
commerce to thoroughly investigate the 
petroleum industry of the United States. 
The object is to ascertain whether the 
Standard Of! Co. is an illegal combination 
in restraint of trade. 

The bureau of corporations will Make the 
investigation. James R. Garfield, commis- 
sioner of corporations, and a personal); 
friend of the President, is to have charge. 
The investigation is to be more thorough 
than any trust inquiry yet begun. 

The President, it is stated, has deter- 
mined that the Standard Oil monopoly shall 
be broken, and anticipating a long, hard 

_ fight, he has issued instructions that it be 
begun immediately in order that it may be 
completed before his term of office ex- 
pires. The prosecution would have been 
inaugurated last summer had not the Presi- 
dent feared his action would be criticised 
as having been due to political motives, 

Special agente the bureau of corpora- 
tions are to be sent over the United States 
to make the preliminary investigations, just 
as was done in the case of the Beef Trust. 
The President expects that it will require 
some time to get sufficient evidence to be- 
gin the formal prosecution, but he is said 
to be determined to find it.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 19.—Today may 
mark a red letter in the Russian calendar. 
About a hundred deputies of provincial 
zemstvos assembled privately at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon with the avowed purpose of 
presenting to Emperor Nicholas, through 
Imperial Minister Sviatopolk-Mirsky a 
truthful picture of the internal conditions 
of Russia coupled with recommendations 
pointing out in plain terms the necessity 
for calling a legally empowered constituent 
asembly to have a direct voice in the gov- 
ernment. The word ‘‘constitution,”’ how- 
ever, will be carefully avoided. 

The liberals have been greatly excited 


by the developments of the last few days. 
The meeting was to be held at the Duma, 
or city hall, but at the last moment of- 
ficial auspices were refused, the Emperor 
withdrawing his consent. Many of the 
zemstvos’ representatives attribute the 
Exmperor’s attitude primarilly to the infiu- 
ence of Grand Duke Sergius, M. Pobie- 
donosteff, the procureur-general of the 
holy synod and M. Sassonoff, a member of 
the council of the empire and indirectly to 
such tionaries as Merchersky, Strumer 
and #@uchinsky. 

The two latter were formerly the late in- 
terior minister, Pilehve's, assistants, who 
were promoted to the council of the em- 
‘pire. When Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky dis- 
pensed with their services the specter of a 
constitution was successfully raised, ac- 
cording to their view. They were not dis- 
posed to criticise Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky. 
whose good intentions they do not ques- 
tion. They believe that he is powerless, 
but nevertheless they express disappoint- 
ment at the fact that he yielded. 


Mirsky’s Action 
Defended by Friends. ) 


Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky’s friends, how- 
ever, have another ‘side of the story. They 
insist that he acted in the sincere convic- 
tion of what he believed to be the best 
interests of Zemstvo development. They ex- 

lain that when the minister began the ne- 
gotiations, Mme. Shipoff and Petrunkavich 
and Prince Ivoff were sent to explain what 
the meeting proposed to do and the min- 
isters found that instead of & presidents 
whom he had invited, about 100 representa- 
tives w to be present and that they pro- 
posed fo go much farther than their powers 
authorized. They were in no sense official 
representatives chosen by the Zemstvos to 
present a memorandum to the government. 

When the Emperor declined to grant per- 
mission, however, Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky 
informed the representatives that althoug 
official sanction was declined, they could 
meet privately. police protection being guar- 
anteed. Moreover, he himself at once draft- 
ed a law for submission to the council of 
the empire, authorizing Zemstvos to elect 
delegates to sit in a consultative body in 
connection with the department of rural 
affairs of his ministry. This law will be 
immediately promulgated in order that the 
zemstvos at their approaching ™meetingsBin 
December may choose representatives.

They Dave had 
this coming to them for a long time 
past. Pure sentiment has been holding 
the price up where foreign requirements 
cut out and domestic cut down. Now 
they are feeling the bad effect of an overbought 
anc overbulled market. The price has to adjust 
itself to a common-sense, actual demand basis. 
Crop scares in the fall may do to bull shorts out, 
but they don’t do to follow. I must advise 
sales on good bulges. I look for a movement of 
the big new crop of corn that will smother the 
ecrawny cash demands and bury the bulls. Prob- 
ably the crash will carry the price too low, but 
we bave to have larger demands than can be 
seen now before corn is a purchase. It's a sale, 
end so are oats.
